The free turnpike movement 
.19 sgain befog pushed and the 
indications are that before the 
year 189G goes out, tbe good cit¬ 
izens of Washington county will 
travel over publio roads free,and 
the fam'lfor toll gate will be 
numbered among tie things ol 
tbe past. The vote on tbe free 
turnpike question was taken last 
; ear. and ^be majority of the 
voters of the county were found! 
to favor free travel'. Tho neces¬ 
sary steps have not been taken 
id abolish the toll gates however, 
a id tbe matter has just recently 
been taken up by tbe county 
magistrates. At a recent meet-1 
aag a committee was appointed 
to confer with all owners of the 
various turnpikes and get terms 
and to report to the county au j 
tbiritfos later. It seems that, 
4here are only four or five turn- j 
pike companies in the county 
whose stock is not practically I 
all controlled by tbe county now 
and it Is thought that very little' 
difficulty will be experienced in 
onying tbe remaining roads on 
satisfactory terms. 

Free turnpikes will be a new 
experieut for this county.^and 
we trust that the people who 
voted for the change* will not 
find that they have acted unwise - 
1 v Our roads under the present 
(system are tu good repair, and 
and he county autnorities should 
see to it that no cause for com¬ 
plaint about roads arises under 1 
the new arrangement. The sys 
rem of free turnpikes as laid 
•town by the law is a good one, 
and the reponsibility rests with 
the county authorities wbo shall 
see that the special tax paid by 
tbe citizens is properly expended
